Ann will prepare final copy and send 
it around for comments. 

Open Space and Recreation Plan 2015-2022 is at the printer; 15 copies to be printed. 
Some monies are available from an old OSC account. 

New Web Application (Experiencing Arlington's Open Spaces) is on the Town website 
home page and on the OSC page. Nothing has been run yet in the Advocate, but it 
has appeared on the Arlington List and other sites including Your Arlington. We need 
to improve placement on the OSC page so it shows up in the top of the screen. We 
also need to improve accessibility of images for phones and tablets within Town Hall. 

Connecting Arlington's Open Spaces - Kelsey Cowen is coordinating this Walking 
Trails project proposal, with a pilot project in East Arlington. A public meeting is 
scheduled for Thursday, January 14, 6-8 pm at Fox Library. It's being publicized with 
fliers, news release, Advocate article, Arlington List and Facebook page. 

Picture Post Project - John and David are working on expanding the project to the 
Reservoir.

New Business: 

Mugar project has been initially approved by Mass Housing; now it will go on to next 
phase with reviews by Zoning Board of Appeals and other town committees. 

20 Westminster St/Downing Square - new 40B affordable housing project by Arlington 
Housing Corporation in an existing building with no parking. OSC is on the list of 
committees approved to review new 40B projects. Ann attended the first hearing on 



December 8 and will write a letter of support on behalf of OSC, particularly noting that 
existing open spaces will not be built on and will be enhanced with new landscaping 
and pathways.
